7EDEBAL SoLDISSS KILLED IN ATTACKUO 

Tdem.— The St. Louis Union, of Friday, learn 
from Rolla that a report reached that place a 
few days ago, that a company of Federal 
iDgs, while :oouting in Maries county, about 
fifteen miles north of Rolla, came across four- 
teen horses hitched near the month of one of 
the unexplored oaves which abound in that 
region. Presuming from the appssrancs and 
•aparison of the horses that they belonged to 
guerillfl" and that their owners were conceal- 
ed near by, they commenced a searoh for 
them. Having incautiously approached the 
entrance of the cavern, they were fired on by 
the ambuscaded enemy within, and six of 
their number killed. The Federal troops fired 
into the cave in return, with what result is 
aot known, and then stationed themselves 
around the entrance, instituted a blockade. 
Several boars afterwards the rebels sent out 
ane of Ibeir numbers with a flag of truce, pro- 
posing to surrender on condition of being 
treated as prisoners of war. This proposition 
was refused, and the flag -bearer sent back 
with the assurance that the death of every 
rebel in the cave had been determined on. 
Thus the affair stood at the latest accounts. 
The Federal soldiers stiil rigidly maintained 
the blockade, and the besieged foe had made 
r.c^ffort t o run it. 

Death or Thcuis Bcileb Kiso. — Mobile 
papers annoucee the death of this gentleman 
in Georgia on the 10th ult He was born in 
Hampden, Massachusetts, August 27, 1804, 
and studied for the bar, but, removiig to 
Georgia in 1823, became a cotton planter. In 
1832, 1831, Ui.%, and 1837 he was a member 
ef the State Senate. Between 1339 and 1849 
be served through several terms in Congress. 
After that he went to California, but, return- 
ing to his estates in Georgia, near Brunswick, 
be took a leading part In various commercial 
and political enterprises. He was one of the 
most active advocates of "direct trade" by 
steamers between Georgia and the continent 
•f Europe. Among the first and most active 
in the secession movement, he has, since the 
rebellion broke ont, made several voyages to 
Europe as it* financial agent. Mr. King was 
an old Whip, and at one time enjoyed the 
confidence of the great leaders of that party. 
There is but one blot upon his iiamo and mem- 
ory, and that will forever link them with his 
terrible crime of treason against his country. 

Tm Stbameb B. C. Hillmab Firbd Into. — 
The Cairo Democrat learns from Mr. J. W. 
Scott, a Government aid, that on Thursday 
last as the steamer Hillmau, loaded with 
troops, was passing Island No. 2t, she was 
fired into by a squad of guerillas from the Mis- 
souri side of the river. The Arago was about 
half a mile behind the Hillman at the time of 
the firing, and her passengers saw the whole 
affair. The fire was retimed from the troops 
on the Hillman, and the rebels skedaddled. 

Although the Arago passed the Hillman 
toon sfter, yet it was not ascertained whether 
the fire had killed or wounded any person on 
board. At Gaines's Landing the rebel Mar- 
jnaduke has several batteries planted, and it is 
[Jectured that he will stop navigation. 
. Scott says that the river bottom is lined 
with guerillas, who prowl about in squads of 
from ten to thirty, and who fire upon every 
steamer that comes within reach. Until these 
predatory bands are effectually squelched outi 
navigation on the lower Mississippi will bs 
somewhat dangerous. 



IT A distinguished feature of tho now 
palace for brokers in Mew York will be the 
anderground vault or safe, which will be lo- 
cated in the basement, beneath the floor of the 
main room, "open board," will be one hun- 
elrul feet in length by twenty feet in width, 
and nine feet high. It is to be constructed of 
FraDklinite iron, with steel plates, and will be 
absolutely burglar and .flee proof. It is in- 
tended to be used a* a depository for the 
stocks, bonds, notes, and ether securities of 
brokers, each broker being allowed, on pay- 
ment ofa yearly rental, to deposit his securi- 
ties therein. | The coat of this alone is estimat- 
ed at $50,000. It is believed that the yearly 
rentals of the safe will pay a fair percentage 
on the cost of the entire building. The whole 
edifice will be thoroughly fire-proof. The es- 
timated cost is from three hundred and fifty to 
four hundred thousand dollars, and it is ex- 
pected to be ready for occupation by the first 
of September.

Mr. OthoS Holloway, merchant, of Flushing, 
Belmont courty, Ohio, had his pocket picked 
on Monday afternoon, in one of the sleeping 
cars of the Pennsylvania, Central road, and a 
pocket-book, containing upwards of $2,500 in 
oopey, checks, etc., abstracted therefrom. 
Tne^oajas a cheek for $1,700 on the Philadel- 
phia Bank, on which pajment has been 
stopped. Tne robbery was committed just 
after Mr. H. entered the cars. Diving arrived 
at Pittsourg from the West, he hurried in'o 
.the sleeping-car, going East, and in the 
crowd end buBtle of changing cars, he neg- 
lected to observe proper caution, and thus lost 
his money. 

The Pittsburg papers warn people going to 
the Fair in the city to look out for their 
pockets, as thero has recently been a large ar- 
rival of thieves and pick-pockets. 

Stbameb Nashville Fiber Into.— Gueril- 
las are again becoming troublesome on the 
river and making themselvas notorious by 
their evil deeds. On last Tuesday the steam- 
er Nashville was fired into at or near Casey- 
Tille, Ky., on the Ohio river. The guerillas 
poured several volleys at her but fortunately 
•without effect. Much praise is due the pilot 
and the Captain of the steamer, for the gal- 
lant manner in which they conducted them- 
selves during the attack, and it is, we under- 
ftand, due to their coolness that no lives wore 
lost and no damage done to the boat. 

The splendid railroad bridge over the 
Wabash river, at Attica, was partially de- 
stroyed by fire Monday morning last. All the 
covered portion west of tho draw, save one 
section, was burned. The barned portion in- 
cluding the trestle-work was about a fourth 
of a mile loDg, and to replace it will cost from 

$50,000 to $80.000.

This man Jones got 
hii critter men in tico strings of fight, and 
then he put his wagon guru on the hill and 
thiowed the batteries all over my place, and 
I was sure we would all be hilt. Then the 
walking men, the nasty, stinking varmints, 
they charged up and knocked over my aih 
hopper, and I wouldn't have took two dollar) 
for it, and I corned in to see if something 
couldn't be did about it."

MR. RAYMONDS "HISTORY." 

"I, a Uiitorlan?" 
MebSrs. Editors: Mr. Greeley's correction 
of a blunder in Mr. Raymond's recent 
treatise on the administration — quoted in 
jour Journal of the 27th iast. — does credit 
to Mr. Greeley's sense of fairness and is sim- 
ple justice to General McClellan; but, more 
than this, it affords an instructive illustration 
ot the carelessness with which utterly unreli- 
able statements are given as facts by partisan 
and ephemeral writers of the day. Ia call- 
iLg bis sketch of the administration 
a "History," Mr. Raymond provokes 
criticism which had he been content with 
u less ambi.iuus but more approDria'e ti- 
tle for his book it would have avoided. 
To the public generally Mr. Raymond is 
known as a writer who»e sentences are char- 
acterized by more smoothnefs than strength, 
and who can "turn a period" better than be 
can throw out a vigorous thought. The New 
York Times, which journal he edits, has never 
t-een considered a very able paper, though 
hbie writers have been engaged on its col- 
umns. Tbongb strongly partisan, the Times 
has hardly ranked as a leading paper among 
the New York press, as In the three re- 
quisites of public journalism — weight or 
calibir (which is a better word), enterprise, 
nod scholarship, it is surpassed by the Tribune 
in the first, by the Herald in the second, and 
by the Post in the third respect. The Times 
therefore has been rather a negative than a 
positive element in the New York newspaper 
world, and owes i's success rather to the 
avoidance of the extreme views of the Tribune, 
the coarseness of the Herald, and the bitterness 
of the Post, than to any positive quality of 
excellence. Except in its partisan coarse, it 
has been generally conducted within tin 
bounds of propriety, its course in the Burdell- 
Cunningh»m murder, in the Bolter- Dean affair, 
and some tew other instances excepted. I apeak 
thus of the Times as itrefltcts Mr. Raymond's 
character probably quite as faithfully as it 
does his political views, and it is no injustice 
to say that Mr. Raymond has not yet afforded 
evidence that he has the qualifications to 
justify bim in assuming the title of historian, 
Even if Mr. R. were above partisanship, 
which certainly he is not, has he given 
the public any evidence that be has the abil- 
ity, the comprehension, the judgment, the 
scholarship, of the historian? I think (not. 
An administration more powerfully affect- 
ing the weal of the republic tor the pres- 
ent and all ctming time than Mr. Lincoln's, has 
not been, and it is safe to say will not be. 
How important, tbeD, thM, wben its history 
shall be written, it shall be by one competent 
to the great task; and how trifling,' how 
worthless must be Mr. Raymond's book, pro- 
fessing to be that history, written as it is 
from the stand-point of the partisan, and de- 
pendent as its "/acts" are upon the gossip and 
rumors of the political journals of the day. 
What will be thoughtot Mr. Raymond's "rais- 
toiy" ten years from now? What will Mr. 
Raymond think of it, should he live so long? 
If Mr. Uajmood has not displayed very bril- 
liant qualities as a writer, he has shown rare 
tact and generally good sense in conducting 
the New York Times; but it will be difficult 
to find evidence of either of these character- 
istics in his "history." Let the shoemaker 
eii«k to hi s last, ARQDS.

ME FEAST OF C IRPC8 C!lBI8ri-A PASfO 
AT CHltJiCH. 

Before giving a description of the festivities 
in the Roman Catholic Church yesterday and 
the attendant excitement in the city, it may 
b'- as well to give a tiiortreentne of the nature 
of the festival of CorpniCbrisii. or, as it is bet- 
ter known "Carrying the Host." and which is 
celebrated in el< Roman Oatholie Churches on 
the Thuisday after the octave of Whitsanday. 
This feast ia called by the French Fete Dten, 
or feast of God, and it is derived from the ar- 
ticle of Catholic faith which teaches that the 
humanity of the Savimr 1) really and substan- 
tially present in the host consecrated at 
mass, and present in the tabernacle upon the 
Catholic altar. The institution of the sacra- 
ment was always celabrated with solomn 
thanksgiving on Maunday. Thuisday in Holy 
Week, but that time being mostly taken up 
with the commemoration of the sorrows and 
ev.ffciirjg of the passion, a solemn festival 
v.-as established by the zeal of pious persons, 
to celebrate this mystery. It was first order- 
ed to be celebrated in a synod held a*. Liege 
in 1264. Pope Urban, in 12G1, commanded it 
to be observed by rhe whole church with a 
solemnity equal to the four peal festivals of 
the year. The bull of the Pope was cODilrmed 
by many of his successors, especially bv Pope 
Clement V., in the General Council of Vienne, 
in France, in the year 1311. This celebration 
is religiously observed every yearin all Lower 
Canada cities with great pomp and splendor. 
In the present case the excitement connected 
with the festival cominencc-d on Friday morn- 
ing, in consequence of an impression which 
very prevalently prevailed that the adherents 
of the Roman Catholic church would parade 
the streets in procession with the "Host." 
This belief was strengthened in certain quar- 
ters in consequence of the programme having 
been publirbed in the Freeman newspaper of 
Thursday last. Such being the case, private 
meetings of large numbers of Protestant 
citizens were called t» prevent what they be- 
lieved to be a desecration of the Sabbath and 
sn irsult to the Protestant community. Oa 
Saturday a deputation of highly respectable 
citizens waited on the Mayor and inquired 
of him whether he was awaro that each a 
procession was in contemplation, and iufjrm- 
iDg his Worship at the same time, that, if the 
programme were carried out, they feared that 
the peace of the city would bo disturbed. 
The Mayor replied that he had not been ad- 
vised as to the intentions of the members of 
the Roman Cntholic Church in the matter, 
but that if the deputation desired definite in- 
formation on the satject he would write to 
his Lordship, the Roman Catholic B:shop, who 
would no doubt give the desired information 
at once. The deputation having intimated 
their approval of the caurss suggested by his 
Wcr6hip, retired, to return in a short tims to 
receive the reply of the Bishop. Mayor Med- 
calf then addressed and despatched a letter to 
Bishop Lynch as follows: 

'Tobonto, May 28, 1864. 
"Rev. Sib: A deputation of citizens wait- 
ed upon me this morning and desired to as- 
certain whether a procession, in which the 
Host' was to be carried, would take place on 
the public streets on Sunday; and informing 
me at the same time that if such procession 
took place they feared there might be a seri- 
ous breech of tho peace. Your Lordship 
would oblige me by letting me know what 
is voor intention with regard to the contem- 
plated procession. 

"Yours, &c , 

"F. H. MEDCALF, 
'Mayor. 

1 Right Rev. Bishop Lynch." 

Upon the reception of the letter at the pal- 
ace the meeseDger was informed that His 
Lordship was at dinner (it being then twelve 
o'clock), but that he would return an answer 
to His Worship within an hour. About three 
o'clock the Mayor received a reply from the 
Bishop, of which the fallowing is the purport: 
•'Roman Catholic Palaci, ) 
"May 28, 1864. J 

"Dbab Sib: Your letter is received, and, in 
reply thereto, I beg to inform yoa that it is 
cot intended by us to have any procession oa 
the public streets to-morrow (Sunday), except 
cne fcimed of school children. We intend, 
lowever, to cany the Host in the garJou an- 
nexed to the Cathedral, and in the ed'.tice 
itself. But I wculd wi»h to remind your Wor- 
ship that at the treaty of Quebec, whea Can- 
ada waB ceded to 'he British c-own, the rights 
and liberties of the Rjman Catholic religion 
were guaranteed in all parts of this Province, 
and this being the case, the 'Host' might be 
carried in BDy place thereof without infring- 
ing upon any law, if the authorities of the 
Roman Catholic church chose to do so; and 
similar processions take place annually in 
Montreal, Quebec, Ottawa, and other parts of 
Canada. 'Uod and my right' is the motto of 
England, and the Roman Catholic church has 
adopted the same motto. But our great de- 
sire ia to remain on terms of amity with cur 
fellow-citizens.

"To His Worship the Mayor." 

The evening train from the east, west, and 
north on Saturday, brought large numbers 
to witness the festivities, and all the Raman 
Catholic houses in the city were well filled 
w itb the visitors. From aiue o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the Btream of people toward 
St. Michael's Ca'hedral commenced, aod all 
the morning service of High Mass was per- 
formed by the Bishop in person. Tho spacious 
ecifice was filled with people, one quarter of 
whom probably were Protestants. At this 
service a short sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Mr. White and a collection taken up 
as is usual in aid of the orphans connected 
with the church. The morniog service was 
hardly over wben people from all parts of 
the city poured along Bond, Shuler, and 
Church streets to witness the event , f the 
day, which was supposed to take piace at 3 
o'clock. It had been arranged — sa rumor 
said — that the procession should pass along 
Church street from the Episcopal Palac«, 
round Shutcr street, and up Band into the 
gardens, but the above correspondence shovs 
that if it were at one time intended to carry 
out this programme the intention was changed. 
The observances were wisely confined to the 
grounds in immediate counect on with the 
Cathedral. At intervals on the south Bide and 
west end of the edifice large wooden arches 
covered with evergreens, and surmounted by 
a croes, had been erected, an altar beautifully 
set off was also built on the north side, wbilo 
the garden itself was decorated wuh national 
flags and banners. 

Tcwaid three o'clock in the after noon ser- 
vice commenced, the streets in the vicinity 
and the inside of the Cathedral itself were one 
dense mats of heads, aod it is computed that 
there were not lees than 8,500 persons present. 
During the service Bishop Lynch preached a 
short sermon from St. John, chap. 6, v. 56, 
from which he argued in favor of the dogma 
on which the celebration of the day was 
founded, and ccncluded by addressing himself 
personally to the congregation on the demon- 
stration which was about to take plac a , sayidg 
that they bad concluded to celebrate the festi- 
val in' the Episcopal grounds, although they 
had a perfect right to do as was done in Que- 
bec, Montreal, and Ottawa, going in proces- 
s on through the streets. He stated that they 
paid taxes for the streets as well as other peo- 
ple, and that the Queen and government was 
board to protect them, that by the terms of 
tho treaty of Quebec the free esercise and 
protection of their religion was guaranteed to 
them, but on this cccasion they deemed it 
better to celebrate the feast in their own gar- 
dens. 

On bis descending from the pulpit the pro- 
cession was formed in the aisles, beaded by the 
orphans and school children. The "Host" 
was carried out of the Cathedral, followed by 
esrme 3,000 people who were in the buildiog. 
The procession had hardly gone round one 
side of the garden when the crowd, pushing 
and jostling against one another in their en- 
deavor to get in, was stopped by a number of 
the men wbe teemed to have charge of the 
entrance. This made an additional crash, and 
in the fiarry and excitement a woman wran- 
gling with a man who had stepped on her 
dress, the row became general, and in a min- 
ute the garden was the scene of a general 
panic, children running after tbeir mothers, 
w ires after their husbands, and the priests 
after the whole of tbem, endeavoring to redtore 
peace and order. For a few minu'es it was 
thought that a fearful fight had taken place, but 
fortunately further than a few torn dresses no- 
body was hurt. Several of the little girls who 
lock part in the procession were terribly 
frightened, and, in attempting to get over a 
large wooden fence which surrounds the gar- 
dene, had tbeir light muslin dres-ee tern into 
shreds. Tbis occurred about half-past five 
o'clock. It bad now come to that part of the 
ceremonial where — the "Host" being carried 
In precession — all those near at hand are re- 
quited by the laws of the Raman Church to 
take off their hats as a token of respect. 
The procession had reached the southwest 
corner of the Cathedral, where a few young 
men, eaid to be Protestant?, were standing. 
Before tbey bad time to uncover their heads 
—an r.ct which all gentlemen on the ground 
would have done as a matter of courtesy — 3ne 
of them had hid hat knocked off by a rontrh 
fellcw, a; d in an instant a general fight en- 
su'.d. Followed by a crowd of Roman Cath- 
c lie?, the man, whose name is Brcwa, and 
who till lately was in the employ of Dr. 
Wright, wus pursued down Bond s'-rcet to 
Queen street, where he took refago inahou«e, 
and but 'or the itfluence of seme Protestaats 
in the crowd, would huve been severely ban- 
died. In the meantime the excitement in t^e 
garden was intense, everybody iseemed panic- 
stricken, and in their endeavors to make 
their way oat of the groauds, lu. added fuel 



a fearful beating. A few minutes after 
this row the fire alarm was sounded at 
the Bay- street station, which caused pec 
pie to run to the Cathedral, the silly re- 
tort having been circulated that it had caught 
fire. Just before tVe second panic the Rev. 
Mr. White stood at the front gate of the Cathe- 
dral, and in a tone and spirit far from pleas- 
ing to the Protestants, and indeed to many 
Roman Catholics who were congregated 
there, asked all the Catholics to come within 
the fence— that was where they ought to be 
and not outside. Othen were not wanted, 
t ut they might come in if tbey pleased. Sev- 
eral persons acted upon this very unclerical 
harangue, and the gate was scon afterwards 
closed. 

A large detachment of police, under Capt. 
Prince, were on the ground in readiness for 
any emergency, but fortunately their services 
were not required. At half-past six the ser- 
vice ended, cut it was not for some hours after 
that the immense gathering dispersed. Bath 
parties may congratulate themselves on the 
finis of the celebration, as if the original pro- 
gramme had been carried out there is no doubt 
there would have been mischief — nay more. 
Whatever may be the law or the right of the 
matter — and we do not dispute that tne Bish- 
op takes the correct view — thero is no doubt 
that be acted wisely in refraining from a 
public procession on the street. Such a pro- 
cession would have been very distasteful to 
n-bDy Protestants, and we fear would have 
!■ d to bloodshed. Happily, the ondnct of tho 
Bishop avoided such a result.

Bibiocs Questions. — Within a few weeks 
past events have occurred which rightly re- 
ceive the most profound consideration from 
intelligent minds. The seizure and transpor- 
tation of Col. Arguolles, and the suppression 
of two prominent journal* with the arrest of 
tbeir Editors, are no ordinary events, nor are 
taey trifling mistake", bnt involve fundamen- 
tal questions of national honor, aud principles 
essential to public liberty and the duration of 
the very system of our government. That 
these acts meet the unanimous condemnation 
of the press and the enlightened people (with 
insignificant exception), is a startling fact. 
What is the character of an Adminis- 
tration, what its title to re-election to 
a new tenure of power, when its course 
oa the great questions of American lib- 
erty acd law thus meets the universal 
condemnation of the country ? ....... we rest 

content with pimply saying, "I disapprove," 
and yet give to the same erring men the ia- 
dommentof our public approval at the palls, 
and the opportunity where we know they 
have the will to establish their new order of 
government? Is the responsibility of the 
American fully satisfied with the mere ex- 
treesion of his opinion? Wo are glad te 
know tbat thousands of our fellow-citizens 
have no each narrow ideas of tbeir duty. 
Tbat individual responsibility which iinp)ees 
rn every man in tbis country all the du- 
ties of a sovereign, under certain circum- 
stances is recognized by the vast mnjiri- 
ty of onr people, and they are inquiring 
with earnestness and anxiety what these acts 
iLdicate with reference to the fature of the 
country. It is wonh considering as a personal 
matter, even though no selfish consideration 
and motives may be needed to quicken the 
patriotic mind to action. It has occurred to 
gtntlemen who are interested in the great 
bankiDg and financial institutions of tho coun- 
try, that if newspapers may be suppressed by 
tie arbitrary will of a party in power, there 
ia no certainty that a bank whoseofficers ven- 
ture to oppose the financial policy of the Ad- 
ministration may not receive similar treat- 
n.ent. Ai d why not? All the newspapers in 
the land, with all the boasted power of the 
piess, have not to-day more ability for good or 
tvilover the t ate of the Administration and 
the war tbau the barks of our principal cities. 

It may be safely asserted that the newspa- 
pers which were lately suppressed by the 
strong arm of military power, have, both of 
Ibtm, been invaluable defenders of the coun- 
Irj. and both of them done more than the 
1 1. tire Administration press to stay the ten- 
dency of the opposition party to radicalism, 
which would have resulted ia national de- 
struction. Tbesi two newspapers have bsen 
ruigbty barriers in the way of those few men 
who have sought to lead ihe Democratic party 
into open hostility to law, and in'o a caarse 
which we have no doubt would, if adop:ed, 
result not only in the divuion of the Union 
it.to two parts, but in an entire disruption of 
tbe whole fabric of States. The batks of 
the country have been the financial suppirt 
of tbe war. The directors of those in- 
stitutions, themselves largely interested in 
their stork, have not hesitated to use the can- 
ital intrusted to them by o'hers for the sup- 
port of tbe Government, assuming a vas: risk 
aid responsibility for tbe sake of the public 
cf.use. But tbey begin to perceive that the 
seivices they have reudcrod ia the past are no 
ei curity that they will be tenderly considered 
in the future. It is well known to them — if 
it is not tbey wilfrlly refuse to see it — that the 
Administration and its party look on them 
with no kindly feelings — in fact, regard them 
new se obstacles to ihe plan and policy which 
is marked out for the future. 

When the war began, the entire policy of 
tbe party ia power was so published to the 
world as to induce the practically unanimous 
support of the North, and for nearly a year 
the people, without party distinction, sustain- 
ed tbe Administration. But it became ap- 
parent, after that, that tbe published pledges 
were only designed to gain tbat support until 
« certain measure of power war assured, and 
then a new line of policy, in direct violation 
of and opposition to the promised plan, was 
laid out and has been persistently followed. 
The history of tho paat three years is full of 
i, ustratiocs of the suddenness and ruthless- 
ntss with which the party hoiding power is 
willing to turn even on those who have eus- 
ta ned its chosen leaders. Tne latest events 
in ihe history may therefore give cause far 
deep rt lie ctioo. Whose turn will come aex- ? 

Ia it safe to trust the government in such 
hands for four years more? Are not the acts 
to which we lefer, is not the whole history 
o! vacillation and change, a reason for serious 
thought on this question? The grand fault 
<>■ the President and his party is this, that 
tbey have no standard, no law, no limit. 
When they adopted the Executive judg- 
ment a: d will ea the only measure of right 
ard wrong, they were adritt oa that sea wheie 
so many nations have been wrecked. Rig- 
id adherence to the Constitution would 
have made the war more successful, would 
have kept the people united, would have saved 
tee Union. Tbe Constitution is a strength to 
the weakness while it is a restraint ta the folly 
of any Administration. It is wisdom where 
v.irdom is wanted. It is a mountain wall 
1 1 airst which the waves of popular passion, 
even of armed rebellion, might dash them- 
selves in vaiD. The will of one man, the law 
of one party, the arbitrary policy of one class 
cf citizens, these are but elements of discord 
ii a nation like ours. Annihilate the royal 
f.mily, and the people of a monarchy are 
cast into a state or anarchy, from which 
they cannot emerge until they not only 
erect a new dynasty, but establish it by long 
years it force and power. Remove from a 
free people the restraints of a constitution, 
bttak its binding force as law, destroy the re- 
spect of the people for its literal inviolability, 
e^d there is no longer any security for the 
future, until tbe people find the old founda- 
tion. 

If the citizens of tbis country consHer these 
tnitbe, ard in the coming election place over 
them a President whose law shall be the Con- 
stitution, eacred in every line and letter — if 
they go back to that Constitution, the rule in 
» ar aLd in peace, for army and for citizen, 
restore the supremacy of that instrument over 
PiesideLt and people, then will not only the 
p-.rson, the property, and toe rights of the in- 
d.vidual, the corporation, the church, the 
S ate, be safe under all circumstances, bat the 
v.ar will be brought to a successful and tri- 
ompbant issue, and the nation will emerge 
I urified and strong from its trial of biood.

Tub Cost of Wab. — The mov> gigantic 
campaign of modern times has now boTen enter- 
ed upon. Armies, both of the North and 
Socth, of trnlvJNapolecinic dimensions, ar«?bciog 
hnrled against each other, regardless apparent- 
ly either of vital or material loss. The scones 
of the fret half of the present century are be- 
ing enacted over again but upon a moro tro- 
ruendous scale, end with a ferocity of spirit 
and action whic'i it never knew. The mind 
cannot easily tako in at once the magnitude 
of the effort cn the one hand and of the sacrifi 
CC3 on tho other. The dark determination of 
the North can now no longer be doubted, 
which is being met with a counter determina- 
tion such 08 tho world never before witnessed. 
The fourth year of the war has now been fully 
entered upon, and it finds tho respective adver- 
saries mus cring their host mightier than ever. 
Let us consider for a tew moments what has 
been done, is doing, and what yet remains to 
be done before this terrible conflict is likely to 
be brought to a conclusion. According to 
data which have been ascertained to be tolera- 
bly correct, the amount of public debt alrcadv 
contracted by the North on account of this 
war is about 320 millions sterling. Su:h has 
been the money cost, exclnstve of what has 
been derived from the ordinary and extraordi- 
nary revenue of the country, exclusive of the 
private contributions by States, corporate 
bodies and individuals, ii bounties, clothing, 
comforts, and a huntlred other ways. If we 
add to th : s the cost in another sense, the loss 
of the productive labor of at least 500,000 
men for three yea's, tho sum total upon only 
OLe side will be something almost appal ing, at 
the very least 500 millionsstcrling. Such then 
has been the expenditure for the time that is 
past, and it seems almost a miracle that a 
people numbering oslv some 23 millions should 
have been able to make it, and stand in the 
position which they cow cccupy. For let us 
remcmb.r that, notwithstanding theso fearful 
sacrifices if life and money, their credit, 
their finances, as yet maintain au atti- 
tude which has ast- n'shed older governments 
and perplexed political economists. We h-iar 
of g< Id rising, up and up till it has touched al- 
most 190. But the wonder is that long ere 
this it has not been fear or fire hundred, that 
public credit has not eol'apsed and oce univer- 
sal crash shattered it every where, and serious- 
ly disturbed the monetary equilibrium of Eu- 
rope. Instead of this we witness an almost 
uunateral prcsp:rity in everv department of 
trade snd manufactures. Never was such 
buoyancy known upon the bourse, such elas- 
ticity and exparsion in every branch of busi- 
ness. Who can acconnt for this? Mr. Sew- 
a>d has told the world that it ii the war that 
lea done it all, that they aro growing richer, 
stronger, grca'er, more rapidly than ever, and 
it is the war that is doing it. Whether the 
American people believe it or not, they are 
rcting as if they did — as if every gun fired, 
every li'e destioycd. produced a crop of gold 
a hurdred fold. Nor is it perhaps wonderful 
that those who aro in the hoart of the strife, 
and are in a >t<<te of aem -.nadness from the 
whirl of excitement, that they should sec only 
with the eve if sense, and refuse to ta*re in 
anything but the mere outward show and 
seeming. This is jlaring and meritorious 
enough, bnt that it should impose npon the 
judgment of able and experienced men appears 
altogether unaccountab'e. What is 50J mil- 
lions, or to take simplj the biro d^bt incurred, 
»hat is 320 million* of pounds sterling. It is 
a sum easily pronounced ; it contains but five 
short word*, but it has a woight of meaning 
destiaed to he felt for ages to come. In mere 
gross weight, it is about 3,200 tons of gold, 
md to carry it, would require an army of 
6-1.000 men. each with a hundred weight of 
gold upen his back. Shou'd we prefer to put 
it in strong wagons, allowing each an average 
space ol 2o yards, airanging them in one loug 
line, they would s retch a distance of 36 
miles, though ca<h load contaiaed a ton. 
This teems marvellous, but were we to convert 
the amount into American silver dollaor, the 
real magnitude would almost stagger belief. 
S»y thr.t a dollar weighs ono oun^e, thon iho 
number of waggons required would be 50,000, 
and if plac d lich nd each othor as before, 
would stretch in a direct line from this place 
to New Ye rk, with a ton of silver in each. 
We aro not guing loo far then in assnm'ng, 
that ibe vastness of the sum is such as even 
the imagica'ion can hardly grasp, and yet it 
is a cold, stern, terrible reali'v, to bo faced 
and borne for all fnture tima by tha people of 
the Northern Sta"cs. Let us now consider the 
magnitude of what we may call the running 
capensce. The minimum of these has been 
put down at a couple of millions of dollars a 
efa- — at £500 000 of i ur money — a sum con- 
si erab'y greater than will be required to c im- 
p'ctetho railway from Trnro to Pic ou, which 
is in fact equivalent to building and equipping 
50 miles of railroad every day in the year. 
How pcifeetly Liliputian and insignificant ap- 
penr, any sum we are a •customed to talk of com- 
pared with this vast outlay. The construction 
of the Intercolonial seems a great work, too 
great almost to be ventured upon witoout a 
subsidy by these Hritith Colonies, and yet wa 
find that the present war expenditure of the 
Northern States, for only ten days, would be 
equal to all the capital required, $200), 000 a 
day ! 62 tots cf silver absorbed, ■wallowed bp, 
worse thr.n thrown into the sea, to satisfy the 
demon of selfishness and ambition ! W? shrink 
«i h horror from the accounts of old timss 
telling as of human victims offered up in sac- 
rifice by ignorant barbarians to propitiate an 
argry deity. And yet what were these, what 
cv' n are the yearly immolations of tbe King 
of P. homy compared wi h tho horrors of the 
del ibe rate carnage of tbo last fortnight on the 
soil (f Virginia. Men in tho full vigor and 
Instihood of life have been mowed down by 
thoitsards and tens of thousand!, shattered, 
to^ n in pieces, or left in mortal agony for hours 
or day», wilh the life blood flowing from gap- 
ing wounds with none to staaoc'i or c ire for 
tl.tm. This is the price beyond all count 
which wc can neither calculate or cone jive, 
and which is bring pa ; d daily and hourly, to 
saii-fy some of the da kest and worst passions 
of homsn na'ttre. When we contemplate 
m a stato of things, and lot k at our own 
happy homes, with jca'-e and security around 
every I carih, wc feci that have not a little 
ft r which to lie grateful, and we trust that it 
will he many a long day before anything will 
happen to disturb that state. 

The sunshine and the glare arc now daz- 
zling the eyes and faces of the people of tha 
North, but the cloud and darkness will come 
as surely ai right follows day, and all but 
overwhelm them. They tro now spending 
th. ir substance with a madder extravagance 
than he who ground pearls of costliest price 
and miuglcd them with h ; s wine. Tha day of 
p ymcnt and the day of retribution must 
ce me, and it would be well did it bat overtake 
the criminially guilty. The cost of this pres. 
et t campaign, if wc take into account the 
piobable material loss and sacrifice of b->th 
p-rtie; — the c'esolutod homes — the destruction 
of life and property — the expenditure of meaus 
in eicty way, will be such, wc are convince!, 
as has been seldom paralleled in history, and 
which will aot comple-e the war or win tho 
object in view — the subjugation of tho South. 
Hut our duty is not to speculate, but to 
chronicle events as wo find them. At present 
wc can get at but shreds of truth amidst ba'cs 
of falsehcod, but if we mistake not highly, 
enough has oozed or is oozing out to convince 
us that tho fierce conflicts of the past twelve 
d> ys have been consuming the Northern host 
at a rate which will learo them powerless to 
dial the crowning blow, notwithstanding thcir 
prcionderancc of strength and numbers. As 
ye t itxre has been no whisper of rout nor 
c.iptuieof guns in Northern telegrams; but 
le t as not anticipate, cne great stroke of gen- 
ci-aVr.ip may decide the campaign in a single 
day, and it is evident that both parties are re- 
tolved to push it to tbe issue.

New York. Among the wounded are Gen. 
R. O. Tyler, seriously ; probably lose a foot.

Alter an arduous campaign last winter 
thioufcb. E^t Tennessee and North Oarotina, 
in which tbe 7th Kentucky of tb'g brigade 
alone participated, we now find ouisilve3 
resting cn our oars as far as active service ia 
the field is concerned, but trying to recruit the 
f.w remaining horses left us, and awaiting 
tbe arrival of eqaines on which to mount 
those who were lrom many Causes put hors de 
Ofmbat during tbe winter. 

It seems to us that there are those at home 
who can hardly realiza the existence of the 
war at all— who would dictate to tho soldier 
in the field bow and for whnm be mast cast 
his suffrage at tho approaching Presidential 
election, the result of which we regard as of 
such vital importance to American liberty. 
We wculd tay, in kindness to all euch, don't 
fret about the soldier. The course pursued by 
your paper is fully indorsed by nine-tenths of 
all tbe Kenluc-kians io this brigade and in this 
army, and the nominee who receives its sup- 
port may safely count on their votes in No- 
vember. 

Although we are in what is called Lincoln's 
army, we are by no means battling tor his 
political party, his uoconstitut.ionat acts, or 
the equality of the negro, but far tbe Union, 
whole and inseparable, the constitution ia its 
purity and integrity, and the enforcement of 
the laws as was intended by the legislators 
wl o enacted them.

Damages bt the Gkeat Flood at Dsnvkb 
Cut. — the number of persons drowaed, as 
well ss tho amount of property, real and per- 
sonal, that was damaged, has been variously 
estimated by varying approximations. Some 
think there have been about a million dollars' 
worth of gcods and property laid waste and 
lost in the city and country surrounding, and 
between fifteen and thirty lives lost, or at 
least tbat many persons started States ward 
via tbe Platte. Our opinion inclines to the 
belief tbat tbe total amount of pecuniary loss 
w ill leave a very big breach in a million dol- 
lars. 

Not knowing for certain tha number of the 
truneient folks in the town, or those in the 
upper rarcbes, who are missing, we will waive 
ex pleasing an opinion at present on the latter, 
but doubt not for a moment tbat a few hun- 
dred thousands.' worth of loss and damage was 
sustained by oar merchants and the citizens 
ol town and country. The following are the 
victims of the fatal flood, as far as heard from, 
up to date: 0. Brace Haynes, late of the 
quartermaster's office; Gamble Rosebaam, 
c'othier; Otto Fisher (four years old); Henry 
Williamson, who horded stock for General 
Patterson down to Platte; a woman and 
two children from up Cherry creek; a 
woman and two children from Plum creek, 
ai d a Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Tyson and 
two children. August Meie, of Blake street 
bridge, who was carried along with the 
torrent eighteen miles to Henderson's Island, 
ie the only pereon woanded whom we havo 
yet beard of. Among tbe heavy sufferers of 
property are Byers A Dailey, publishers and 
pioprietorg of the Rocky Mountain News, who 
loit their entire all, with the building and tho 
lot it stood on; A. F. A O. E. Tilton, house, 
lot and $6,000 worth of goods damaged; tlso, 
F. A. Clark, General Bowen, Wra. McKee, 
Mr. Cbarlee, Messrs. Hunt, Metz, and others, 
lost all they had in 3tore or office, together 
with the buildings, and fand-substrated lots 
on which they stood. Esquires Hall and 
Kent lost nearly all their office books and pa- 
pers. Tbe Probate Records, City R-roords, 
Commbaionei's Court Records^ Judge Odell's 
o'd dockets, Judge Wilcox's eJockets, and the 
city safe itself, all, all goue, and whither tbo 
deponent saitb not. 

In the country, Messrs. Gibson, Arnold, 
Scblier, Lloyd, A Stoner, ranchmen, and 
scores of others, lost stock, and had tbeir well- 
tilled farms desolated into wsistes of sand 
and gravel. D. C. Oakes lost his saw mill, 
part of which was impelled down the current 
tor a few miles.

rtglment has bfen for along time past on duly 
near the lower Mississippi, aBd was with 
B Dks in his disastrous Red river expedition. 
The portion of the regiment whih escaped cap- 
ture on tbat occasion, ths Danville Tribune 
sa)P, bas been transferred to the Army of Ihe 
P.. tomac via- New Orleans. There is no regi- 
ment in the service from onr Stato that bas 
ge ne over more gromad or endured more fa- 
tiguing outres than the 19:h. We take great 
pleasure in presenting the following letter 
frcm Colonel William J. Landram, of the 19 ;h, 
which contains the latest direct intelligence 
we have received from the regiment; 

Sims?obt, La , May 19, 1864. 
For the etstisfeiction of the f -iends and rela- 
tives of tbe officers and soldiers of the l u 
division, 13th army corps, who were engaged 
in tbe battle of Mansfield or S-tbine* Cross- 
roads, on tbe 8th ultimo, I would respectfully 
ask that you publish this note. The regitneuts 
of this division engaged were the 19th Ken- 
tucky, 23d Wisconsin, 67th Indiana, 77th and 
130th Illinois, 48tb, 831, and 96th Ohio. The 
batteries were the 'Chicago Mercantile," 
Nims's Massachusetts, and Klauss's 1st Indi- 
ana. 

(Jar whole force engaged did not exc?ed in 
Infantry 2,500, that of the enemy bting 20,- 
009. The fight with this division lasted from 
one and a half to two hours — resulting in our 
defeat. The chief loss sustained was by the 
19. b Kentucky, 48ih Ohio, 77th and 130-.h 
Illinois. 

1 am satisfied tbat oar loss in killed and 
wonnded was sot near eo large as in prisoners 
— for whilst our men were holding the enemy 
in front, tbey were rifling our knapsacks in 
the rear. Nothing but the overwhelming 
fotceot the enemy caused the disaster; for 
our men fought with a desperatioH worthy of 
the heroes of Yicksburg. Such is tbo testi- 
mony o* the commander of the department, 
as well as Gen. Ransom, Gen. Fraufcltu, aou 
every other general officer present. 

Or the circumstances leadiug to tbe engage- * 
ment, it is improper to speak, as it is contrary 
to military rule to publish official reports. It 
is sefficient to say that in all we did we simply 
obeyed orders. 

Col. J. W. Vance, 96th Ohio, comm\nding 
2d brigade, was killed. Col. Frank Emerson, 
67th Indiana, commanding 1st brigade, was 
wounded and captured. Lieut. Col. John 
Cowan, commanding 19th Kentucky, was 
wcunded in the arm and captured. Hb wound, 
as well as that of Col. Emerson, is not danger- 
ous. Major Mann, of the 19:h Kentucky, ii a 
prisoner, and not hurt. Adjutant Geo. Rue 
is reported as wounded in the bead. 

Lientenant-Colonel Lindsey, 48th Ohio, is 
wounded and a prisoner. Major Berring, of 
said regiment, is reported killed. Major Reid, 
who commanded the 130;h Illinois, was 
Wounded and bas Bince died. 

From conversation had with prisoners cap- 
tured yenierday, 1 learn that oar prisoners 
have been sent to Tyler, Texas. They were 
very kindly treated. The woqnded also re- 
ceived every attention bestowed upon those of 
theirown army. 

The less ot tne enemy in the first day's fight 
was very heavy — tbeir Medical Director, Dr. 
Yacdell, admitting 1,500 killed uud wounded. 

Companies I and C, of tbe 19;h Kentucky, 
lost but few, being detached on the field for 
gome pdrpose. There are only 175 ot that 
regiment with ns at present. 

Let tbe friends and relatives of the officers 
si,d men of these regiments be of good cheer, 
as every effort will be made to have them 
pioniptly exchanged. Gen. Taylor has al- 
ready agreed to do eo, and will parole such 
as we have not men to exchange for. 

I shall use every exertion to find out par- 
titulars concerning the prisoners, and will 
report from time to time. 

In every engagement since the 8th our army 
bas been victorious. General A. J. Smith at- 
tveked them yesterday near this place aad 
defeated Polenack, capturing 200 prisoners, 
and kiiiibg ami wounding a large number.

BcBNiits cp IBS Naval Wbakp Boat at 

Mound City. — The Cairo Democrat gives the 
following particulars in relation to the fire at 

V.. und City: 

About a quarter past 8 o'clock, on Wednes- 
day evening, the splendid wharf-boat was dis- 
cos red on tire, which ia an instantseemed to 
envelope the whole structure in a livid flame. 

The file, it appears, originated in the oil or 
paint room, and when first discovered had 
gained snch a headway that it was all those 
on boaid could do to escape with their lives, 
and it is supposed that tne of the watchmen — 
an old man somewhat palsied, by tbe name of 
Thomas Manney — perished in the flames. The 
last seen of him was amid the bustle and 
hurry of those on board escaping from the 
boat. 

Another watchman stated to us that he had 
retired to bis berth but a few minutes before, 
and thought be smelt something like burning 
combustibles, and made tbe remark to the re- 
lie I watchman that be thought something was 
burning, when theother remarked that it was 
some pitch on tbe other boats. A few minutes 
thereafter he was dragged from his berth al- 
most suffocated, minus a valuable gold watch 
and abcut two hundred and fifty dollars in 
greenbacks. So be states to us. Several 
others had narrow escapes by way of the roof, 
tbe gangway being literally impregnated with 
tbe bleze and smoke. 

Pavmaster Baggs was, it is supposed, seri- 
ously injured in the effort to save his funds 
sxd papers, by the inhalation of fire, and also 
bad his hands badly barned. It was not 
known at tbe time our reporter left the 
gri und whether he succeeded in saving any- 
thing or not. 

The loss is variously estimated, each seem- 
ing to differ materially from tbe other. Capt. 
Pennock, commander ef the fleet, gave it as 
his opinion at tbe time of tbe fire that the loss 
would not exceed $200,000. Tne property de- 
stroyed consisted cbien*^f cordage, canvas, 
ship chandlery, and tbe Wects of the officers 
atd men on board. No mnnitiona were 
kept on board. Several guno were destroyed, 
whicb, however, the Captain said, were of 
not much practical value. 

Each one with whom we conversed seemed 
to have a different idea as to the origin of the 
fire. One said it was the fiendish work of the 
incendiary ; another that it was the effect of a 
lightning stroke, and another that it was spon- 
taneous combustion. Either of the latter two 
are plausible. At the timo the fire was dis- 
covered a heavy electric susJtrS was raging; 
and tbe tact that tbe fire originated in a paint 
room, amongst the highly impregnated com- 
bustible materials there stored, and the sultry 
heat of the day, is a fair presumption in favor 
of spontaneous combustion. As to its being 
the work of an incendiary, we deem it ridic- 
ulous, as watchmen were patrolling the boat 
ail the time. 

As scon a3 it was found the boat cou'.d not 
be ss* ed, a gun was brought to bear upon her 
just below the water line, thus sinking it so 
as to keep it from floating off andendangoring 
tbe other boats lying close at ber side. The 
U. S. naval boat, Inspection, containing com- 
missary stores, made a narrow escape, as also 
tbe fljg-sbip Black Hawk. 

The ordnance stores and magazine were 
npon the levee in contiguous buildings, and 
by tbe application of water from buckets were

General Marmaduko has mads tbe boast 
that since Banks A Co. are out of the way, 
their next business would be to come to tho 
Mi-sissippi, demolish the Marine Brigade, and 
capture transports, ad libitum. They did 
lOine; they "did saw," but they didn't conquer. 

The 24tn inst. we witnessed a sharp engage- 
ment between the U. S. steamer Diana and 
a rebel battery of eight guns, at Leeland's 
Landing, Arkansas, just below and in sight 
of Greenville, Mississippi. Tbe steamer Delta, 
a cotton boat, in attempting to pass up the 
river was fired upon by artillery, at Colaen- 
b a, Arkansas, aad reported tbe fact to the 
tin-i lad No. 11, then lying off Greenville, 
asking for a oonvoy, aud was referred 
by ber to Colonel Carrie, then ly- 
ing at Greenville with his three boats, 
Diana, Baltic, and Adams. In tbe meantime 
tbe steamer Longwortb, loaded with passen- 
gers aud a heavy treightof Governmen stores, 
came down, reporting being fired upon at 
Columbia, Arkansas, by infantry and ari.il- 
ltry, receiving some ten or twelve shots from 
artillery, bnt fortunately no oae was iojared. 
Failing to capture her here, they hurried their 
btuery acroes to the other side of the point, 
a Distance lrom Columbia to Leeland's 
Landing of about three-tourtka of a mile. 
Here they expected to make a sure 
thing of capturing tbe Longworth, bat 
the Colonel discovered their design in 
time to make a slight alteration in the rebel 
prcgramme. He ordered the Baltic to be 
lashtd to tbe Lougworth, and both to put on 
all steam they could carry, and ran ths block- 
ade, while he, with the Diana, would engage 
axd receive the fire of tbe battery. The Diaua 
proceeded down and opened fire with ono 
twenty-pound Parrott, gradually closing np 
until twelve-pound Napoleons would reach 
thtm. The enemy silent until the Longworth' 
comealong completely shielded by the Baltic. 

The rebels now plied their guns vigorously, 
pat ing all their compliments to the Baltic- 
two, three, four guns, and then the whole bat- 
tery at once. Shot, obeli, and canister flew at 
a terrible rate for a lew moments, the H iltio 
replying wilh one gun as sho passed, the Di- 
ana facing the music with three, and fought 
the battery alone nntil they took np their re- 
treat. 

The Baltic was bit nine times, and her chim- 
neys completely riddled with canister. One 
shell burst in her wheel-bouse; another in 
ber cabin, killing Richard Howard, company 
H. No serionB damage was done to tho 
beat, and the Longworth escaped without a 
scratch. Her passengers will have reason to 
remember the Marine Brigade for many a 
day. The Colonel took bis position on ths 
hurricane deck of the Diana directing the fire of 
the guns and the movements of the boats. The 
whole affair was well planned, and executed 
without a mistake. Captain Groshon got In 
soue capital shots. What damage was sus- 
tained by tbe enemy we have not been able 
to learn, but it is reasonable to suppose that 
somebody was hurt. 

Navigation of the Lower Mississippi is eow 
atd will be foreome time extremely perilous, 
and we advise women and children to stay at 
home, or travel w here there is less danger and 
more pleasure. This trouble from guerillas is 
tbe result of the miserable failure of Banks, 
Porter, &/3o. up Red river. Marmakuke will 
probabbjftrganizo a large force to operate on 
n • MlfTfcij'f i, breaking up Government 
Dlinteir.woVljeuder navigation too dangerous 
to be prraiSlfc.

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t^-At the last dates from the scene of op- 
erations of the two great armies in front of 
Richmond, the situation was most intensely 
interesting and critical. We will express no 
opinion in regard to it, except by saying that 
Gen. Grant, at the expense of some most 
Woody fighting, was uniformly successful up 
to the time of the withdrawal of the whole 
lebel forces within their fortifications. And 
there, according to the latest acconnts, the 
two huge armies were confronting each other, 
at some points not more than fifty yards 
apart. Nono knew at what honr or minute 
the will tempest of the greatest of battles 
might begin to flash and roar. 

There comes a report of Lee's retreat with- 
in the inner fortifications of Richmond, but 
we don't believe it. We think that it would 
be a bad movement on his part, and that he 
is too wise a General to adopt an obviously 
unwise policy. We have very little doubt of 
hia determination to fight a desperate battle 
Where his army, behind its works, was con- 
fronting Grant. We should be almost in de- 
spair if we believed that Grant would vio- 
lently throw bis glorious army, already more 
than doubly decimated, directly upon those 
rebel works in an attempt to storm them. 
We believe that his host would be dashed 
back in a fearfully shattered condition, and 
that, even if it were to succeed, success would 
be won at a horrible sacrifice. 

It has been said, that, if Grant has any 
faulf, it is perhaps that he is too impetuous; 
but he has almost uniformly managed with 
ench prudence that his impetuosity has been 
a great element of victory. We are all con- 
tent that he Bhould take the time that he 
deems best. The country has no disposition 
either to hurry him or to hold him back. The 
next despatches, which will probably be found 
on our next page, are looked for with the 
most thrilling interest. And yet, after all, 
there may be nothing in them to thrill. 



"Empires rise and fall with the rise and 
fall of opinions, and the philosophy of histo- 
ry is therefore the study of opinions in their 
chronological order. In those eras when con- 
vulsions itre raging, which are the transition 
periods in the struggles between the rightand 
the wrong, and the culminating points iu the 
efforts of ambition or despotism to ensnare or 
debase the people, the historian has the most 
difficult task to perform, If he is a patriot and 
seeks faithfully to record current events. He 
bas to divest himself as far «a possiule of all 
partisanship, and to clear his mental vision 
from every film of prejudice; to be zealous 
In support of the right and earnest in the de- 
nunciation of the wrong, and to protect pop- 
alar liberty from every invasion of fraud or 
force; or, failing to accomplish this, to place 
upon the register which is to transmit his 
opinions to posterity the reasons why truth 
was crushed by error, and expose the agencies 
by which the landmarks of public security 
were swept away and liberty submerged by 
the mad waves of revolution. With the ad- 
vance ef popular intelligence and the spread 
of the newspaper press, the journalist bas 
assumed a position which partakes of the 
character both of the historian and tho chronol- 
ogist, and in performing his duty he has to ana- 
]jr.e the philosophy of opinions and to keep 
a correct and important record of transpiring 
•vents. The various reflections which the 
dignity and importance of this duty bring to 
mind, would, if touched upon even briefly, 
swell cur paragraph to an essay, while we 
itarted out with the mere intention of direct- 
ing attention to the sound opinions aid ai- 
vice of the New Tork Journal of Comaniro, 
In an article on the invention of printing 
in the light of its effect on the political con- 
dition of the world. Our contemporary says: 
History which was formerly the possession of 
the learned oaly, whose treasures of experience 
were scarcely communicated to any other 
than priests and a few scholars among the 
laity, thereby became the property of the peo- 
ple end they were eaablod to gather out of its 
stores the examples of former success and f*il- v 
ore. History became the lamp to guide the 
cation toward liberty. It shoved them the 
Whole story of human frailty and failure, the 
Wajs 10 >o • I, the easy paths to destruction. 
But the people of the most enlightened coun- 
tries on the face of the earth have often failed 
to appreciate the value of their possession, 
«nd have suffered loss and shamo us a conse- 
quence of their neglect. 

To the American citizen English history il 
of priceless value. The Jong experienco of 
the men who spoke and wrote our languagn, 
their great career ns a nation among the na- 
tions of the civilized world, their foreign and 
Intestine difficulties, fends, contests, wars, the 
Struggles hetneen kings and commons, b>- 
tween aristocracy and democracy, between 
conservatives and radicals, continuing through 
centuries, studied and pondered by states- 
men — all these resulted in the birth, growth, 
and strength ct certain great principles on 
which public liberty and prosperity are based 
Upon these principles was built the majestic 
structure of Kntrlish law, commonly known 
•s the British Constitution. Tans was born 
the right of jury trial, the right of persona' 
freedom from arbitrary seizure, the doctrine 
that a man's house is bis castle, that every 
man is to be deemed innocent until duly con- 
victed of guilt, that government should derive 
its strength from the people's support, and 
should never attempt to arouse a conflict be- 
tween its powers and popular rights. Be- 
cause they learned all this from history; 
btcaase ifce printing press gave contem- 
poraiy as well as past history to the peo- 
ple; because it was the grand insurancs of 
popular education and information con- 
cerniegthe acts of men in power, the liberty 
of the press became necessarily a fundamental 
portion of the people's rights. When our 
lathers formed the American Constitution they 
eml odied in that grand instrument all ih • s.,- 
cred principles which English history had in- 
corporated in English law. They gave ns the 
frjfls of his'oric wisdom. Shall w* recklessly, 
madly throw them away ? Shall we close our 
eyes to their value? Sball we allow men to 
deceive us by old cajoleries that have so often 
robbed nations of their freedom? 

Let us beware lest the mistakes which his- 
tory tell us have ruined kings Bhsll bs mile 
here and ruin the people wbo are the only 
Sovereign. It matters nothing, in tbia groat 
•object, whether the folly of a political p.trty 
destroys its power, the errors of a President 
ruin bis chance of re-election, the mistakes 
of an Administration break down its strength. 
The serious question is whether the majesty 
of the people is not itself in danger of under- 
going decapitation, and their governing pow- 
er subjecting itself to loss of crown and lite. 
If the people follow the errors of such kings 
as Charles let them rest assured that popular 
Eovereignty will meet the fate that he met. 

We can add nothing to the value of this ad- 
mirable and patriotic advice. Lord Bur- 
leigh said: "England can never be ruined 
but by a parliament," and Burr, in his vale- 
dictory address, added, "nor the United States 
but by Congress." This seems to be prophetic, 
for the pernicious effects of the acts of the 
present Congress, both those of commission 
and of omission, and it* slavish sibservlence 
to the Presidential will, have almost paralyzsd 
the energies of the country, and created di- 
visions among those who are thoroughly unitei 
on the one subject of vigorously crushing the 
rebellion which bas convulsed the nation to 
its centre. Our constitution was intended as 
ft written convention between the governing 
power and the governed, and unmistakably 
fixed the limits of executive and legislative 
power, and at the same time the extent of the 
people's rights. The seeds of these principles 
were sown by onr ancestors long before tho 
Magna Oharta was wrested from King John; 
their fruitage can be traced through the Ro- 
man invasion, the Heptarchy, the Saxon in- 
vasion, and the establishment of England 
under Egbert, through the line ofthe Anglo- 
son Kings; they were all lost by the Nor- 
man invasion, and all regained from John 
by Magna Charta. The advent of Republi- 
can supremacy in onr country has operated 
like the invasion of the Normans, and efforts 
are making to extend the governing preroga- 
tive and circumscribe the rights of the people. 
Next Fall the people, who are the true barons 
of this country, can make the Presidential 
election a proud landmark of the progress of 
popular liberty, which shall stand on thepage 
of history as conspicuously as the meadow 
called Runnymede, between Windelesore

Woodecrw. A Novel. By Rota Vcrtntr 
Jtfrty, author of "Potmt by Rota." New 
York: Sheldon & Company. 

Several weeks ago in announcing this work 
as forthcoming, we said: 

Where its scene is laid, or what its plot 1?, 
or who is its hero or heroine, are points upon 
which the public as yet have received no ink- 
ling; but those who are acquainted with the 
genius and taste of the fair authoress must 
feel assured, that, in respect to the scene and 
plot as well as in all other respects, the pro- 
duction will be brimful of charm. Her legion 
of admirers feel a world of curiosity respect- 
ing the work but no eolicitnde. They confide 
implicitly, as they well may, in her rare and 
beautiful powers. 

We are now able to say that this implicit 
confidence was not misplaced. It has boen 
nobly justified. Woodburn, in respect to the 
scene and plot as well as in all other respscts, 
is indeed brimful of charm.. In support of 
this judgment, we beg to adduce the follow- 
ing notice from the Hartford Courant, which 
is one of many favorable notices that we 
might cite, nnd which throws quite as much 
li^ht on the scene and plot and principal char- 
acters as we think a person who has not read 
the novel is entitled to receive: 

It is refre hing to meet, in these days of the 
sensational Bradden-Wood school of fiction, 
a story possesiiog bo much real ability as 
"Woodburn." The scenes are, for the most 
part, laid at the South; and the maay fine 
pictures of its sunny landscapes, with which 
the book abounds, relieve the intense interest 
of the story. Most of the characters are 
drawn with great cleverness, and a tew in 
such clear outlines that we feel assured we 
have met them in real life. The hero and 
heroine, Mr. Clifford and Ethel Linton, ars 
tine characters. Both possess the noblest 
qualities of mind and heart, and the reader 
will be in love with them from the first. Tne 
villain of the etoiy, who boars the harsh- 
ecunding name of Basil Tborn, is a 
real villain. For unmitigated Bcoundrel- 
ism and remorseless hatred it would be hard 
to match him. His miserable death in the 
woods is a relief to us. Rachel Thorn, a sort 
of Becky Sharp, but without Becky's tri- 
umph?, is a powerfully-drawn character. One 
of the best personages in the book is the nar- 
rator herself, Amy Percy — bright, shrewd, 
honest — a girl who, disappointed in her first 
love, d-esn't believe in breaking her heart 
therefor. The plot is ably managed, and the 
secret that hangs about Doctor Foster and the 
maniac is so skilfully concealed until the de- 
nouement, that it is impossible to guess at it. 
There is much acuteness displayed in many of 
the author's reflections and observations. Her 
st} ie is clear, compact, and animated, and with 
occasional «xhnberance reminding us of Miss 
Preecott. "Woodburn" will add largely to 
Mrs. Jeffrey's fume, and in the difficult field of 
fiction-writing sbe will take high rank. 

This is very high praise; but not too high. 
It is rather below than above the merits ot 
Woodburn. The fascination o" the story is 
complete. No reader who crosses the thresh- 
old will pause short of tho recesses which 
enshrine the mystery. Nor is the style un- 
worthy of the story. Oa the coatrory, the 
story bhizes in the style like a gem in its 
setting. Woodburn is a success. Considered 
as a first effort in the fiold of fiction, it is a 
brilliant success. 

We have intimated above that a person 
who has not read the novel is scarcely enti- 
tled to know more of it than the notice of 
our Hartford contemporary reveals; but, on 
reflection, we will add a little to the revela- 
tions of onr contemporary, by way of exem- 
plify ing in one or two particulars the correct- 
ness cf his judgment. 

He very justly speaks of the heroins as a 
fine character. Here is a word picture of 
her: 

Ethel Linton was the most superb beau'y I 
ever saw. At that time past the bloom of 
early youth, being twenty-five, yet her love- 
liness had iipened — matured — losing not 
freshness, yet gaining depth and tenderness of 
expression, in its growth It full perfection. 
She was tall, and elegantly foim.-d,— a wavy, 
craceful figure, vet so round, there were no 
hursb angles there to mar its stately symme- 
try ; fair, very fair, with large, lustrous hazel 
ey%s, into whose dear depths you might gaze 
long and earnestly, and, while gazing, feel as 
well assured that the soul within was a tem- 
ple of purity and truth, as in watching the 
stars we know those blue steeps which they 
adorn are boundary lines to a world of angels. 
The features were regular, yet not with the 
severe perfection of a Grecian statue. And it 
whs the ever-changing lights and shades of 
expression that constituted E.hel's chief at- 
traction; — the glow, the bsam of intellect, 
the bewitching smiles, or laugh of gayety — 
at times almost childish in its ringing merri- 
ment, and then, a shadow of mourafulness 
flitting over her face, eclipeiBg its lignt, like 
wreaths of purple vapor, that sometimes start 
Suddenly across the glory of a summer sky, 
breaking into shimmering gleams the glow of 
sunshine on some enchanting landscape, yet 
shading it so softly, so dreamily, that we 
know not which to deem most lovely, the 
living picture bathed in light or shadowed by 
its veil of purple cloud. My sister's hair was 
her crowning beauty. Golden brown, silky 
and abundant, it tippled in shining waves 
over her white brow, and, braided into a 
itass at tho back of her regal bead, shone like 
a hale — illuminating her whoie form. 
Here is a beautiful stroke of pathos: 
Still, Cecil Clare continued to preach— Sun- 
day alter Sunday rising up wi'h that white 
still face, whose very calmness told a tale of 
l'.ar:ul inward struggle; andeuce, when the 
prayers of the congregation were requested 
rur Pearl, (when the fever was ac its height,) 
his voice grew so low and tremulous, we knew 
Lhat it swept over a well of unshed teara, like 
ibe sad wailing winds of autumn, whin 
through some lone valley it comss, with a 
sobbing sound, drearily sweeping over deep, 
mill waters. 

And here is one of those acute reflections 
which have properly excited the admiration 
of our contemporary : 

Poor, dear, beautiful Ethel I— if they could 
ctily have met before her first miserable 
marriage I Yet, when I suggested this to 
Ctcil Clare the other day, he looked very 
ojiuve, and said: "Don't suppose, because 
events are contrary to what our feeble judg-

reverse of fortune bravely as a man — resign- 
edly as a Chiistian. Perhaps they both need- 
ed this to make them what they now are, and 
(if destined for each other) it is far bet- 
ter they never met until now; for 
God orders all things well. Sup- 
pose you, or I, or any other human beiog, 
had the government and direction of every- 
thing even on this little globe of ours (to say 
nothing of the boundless universe) tor one 
day, bow would it end? In misery confusion, 
and ruin. Let ns not then presume, in the 
weakness of human foliy, to doubt the wis- 
dom of God." 

Having afforded these glimpses of Woo4- 
burn, we leave it to the full inspection of 
those who have not yet seen it, assured that 
they at once will enter upon the delightful 
task.

A Brilliant Little Affair.— A letter 
states that Capt. G. J. King, of the six months' 
service, was wounded in a recent skirmish in 
Meade county, Ky., with a party of horse- 
Ihieves. In company with two men he started 
out in search of pome thieving scoundrels who 
^engaged in pilfering the country. The 
captain and his men came upon a gang, num- 
bering six desperadoes. After a brisk little 
fight five of the thieves surrendered to the 
three Uuiou men, the other being killed in 
the affray. Capt. King was wounded, Wt not 
Severely. It was a brilliant little affair, and 
the heroes of the day are deserving of reward. 

Captain Powell aud his Gaso or Thieves 
—Storks Robbed— Jail Bussed— A P.st- 
mastkb's Head SfJAVtD. — A correspondent 
writes from Stanton, Powell county, Ken- 
ucky, under date cf June the l3t. Ha states 
' at on Saturday night, a band of guerillas 
command of Captaiu Powell, who has ob- 
tained a local celebrity as a robber and des- 
peradoe, visited the town and plundered many 
of the business houses. Many of the prom- 
inent Union citizens wore placed under ar- 
rest, but a mejority of them were treated in a 
civil manner. The postmaster, Mr. George 
H. Putt it, a stanch and energetic Union man, 
was suVjected to many indignities. The 
ecounertlj shaved one side of his head and 
robbed him of his hat and toots. As an ex- 
cuse for the perpetration of the outrage, they 
clft'Eted that they were simply carrying out 
retaliatory measures. They said that Gen. 
John Morgan's head had been shaved by the 
Federal authorities, and that they were deter- 
mined to treat all prominent Union prisoners in 
the same manner. They argued that Mr. Pettit 
wes the leading Union man ia the county, 
and it was no more than justice for him to 
submit to the penalty. Fine logic for thievesi 
In justice to Oapt. Powell, our correspondent 
states that the outrage was perpetrated with- 
out the knowledge or sanction of the chief. 
As soon as bis aUontion was c tiled to the 
matter, be commanded his subordinates to 
stop their fiendish work. It is due to this fact 
that Mr. Pettit only lost half of his locks. 
The olject of the band seemed to be plunder, 
a Ld not biocd. The court-house of Stanton 
was destroyed by this band some woeks 
fgo. They finished their work of destruc- 
tion on Saturday night by burning the 
countJk jail. They also overturned the 
CJmTs office, a neat frame building standing 
i the brow of a hill. It wa3 raised from the 
ground by underpinning, so it did not require 
much of an tffort from the villains to effect 
its overthrow. They captured ths mail for 
Mt. Sterling, and plundered the bags of their 
contents. They carried away with them a 
considerable amount of merchandise, stolen 
from the stores. As soon as they had com- 
pleted their devilish work.the thieving scoun- 
drels retired to the mountains, loaded with 
booty. Their mountain haunts are almost in- 
accessible, and successful pursuit is next to 
impossible. The band sallies forth from their 
wild hauLt; every few days, plunders and robs 
the country, and then, returning at the first 
appearance of danger, the villains laugh and 
mock at the pursuing party. 

Woodlawn Racks. — Messrs. Whaley & Co. 
will commence the sale of pools this evening 
at the Hotel de Raine for the first race, which 
comes off to-morrow. We are informed that 
the variouB stables now on the course are in 
tip- top condition; a very large number of cel- 
ebrated animals are present; and a week of 
very exciting sport is anticipated. There 
will be two races on the first day ; a sweep- 
stake, mile heats, best three in five, for which 
Moll Brocks, Fanny Burke, Belle Chalfant, 
and "Grey Woodlawn," four mares, have been 
enured, and a sweepafatko for three years 
old, mile heats, for which three entries have 
been named. 

Drowsed. — While a party of amateur fish- 
ermen were attempting to cross the slough 
between Rook Island and Sind Inland, at 
Shippingport, on Saturday night, the skiff 
filled with water and suddenly went down, Al- 
fred Grimes, one of the number, being drowm- 
The body was not recovered. The de- 
cn^d was an old and highly esteemed citizjn, 
and Bad long been a resident of Portland av- 
txue, near Thirteenth street. Ha was em- 
ployed as a boeB teamster in the Government 
service, and leaves a large family to mourn 
bis loss. The remainder of the party, five in 
number, barely escaped with their lives. 



— On Saturday James Mc- 
Clelland, of company B, 00th Ohio infantry, 
was arraigned and tried, charged with mak- 
ing an assault on Col. Hammond. The caso 
of Captain Benjamin W. Tucker, of company

bal, of company D, 1st regiment R. I. artil- 
lery, at Exchange Barracks, on the 26th of 
May last. Our readers will recollect the case. 
A private attempted to pass the Captain, and 
wes shot and wounded in the head by the 
latter. 

Barracks News. — The receipts atthebir- 
racks yesterdaj were one hundred and thirty- 
five convalescents from Tarion9 points, five 
deserters from Cincinnati, and two from In- 
dianapolis.

Ten 
deserters were forwarded to Nashville, one to 
Gallatin, one to Elizabetbtown, four to Wash- 
ington, and two to New York city. No ar- 
rests were made on the street.

Guerillas at Henderson.— On last Fa'nr- 
day week, the Henderson Reporter says gue- 
rilla bands were scattered promiscuously 
around the place, some of them coming at one 
time within about a mile of the corporation 
limits.

The Re- 
porter sujs they took one from Mr. F. Cun- 
ningham, one belonging to Mrs. Chas. Rudy, 
one from Mr. G. E. Funk, one from Mr. D. 
Williams, and one belonging to Miss Mary 
McCullagb, besides several others. The horse 
of Mrs. Body was returned when Hollis as- 
certained that he was owned by a lady. They 
also took a shot gun from the son of Mr. R. 
G. Rouse, Jr , and another from a son of Mr. 
F. Cunningham. They also took two ne- 
groes, who bad been drafted, one from Mr. 
Robert Farley and the other from Mr. E. H. 
Fowler. 

Hollis informed several citizens that he did 
not Intend to enter the city — that he know a 
gunboat was lying ia the river with orders to 
shell the place if occupied by them — ".hat ha 
did not wish to be the cause of the destruc- 
tion cf the town and probable loss of life 
among women and children. He alleged that 
be bad no regard for the men, and that he 
did not fear the gunboat — that his man 
could scatter through the city and be in no 
moro danger than the citizens. After re- 
maining near the city until late in the after- 
coon they left, since which time the citizons 
have heard nothing from them. 

The first question which naturally suggests 
itself is, why the Federal forces in that vicin- 
ity do not capture or exterminate these bands 
of thieving scoundrels? It is easily answered, 
for the Federal troops are engaged in the 
same kind of business, and Western Ken- 
tucky is plundered by professed friends and 
open fees indiscriminately. Tho day before 
Hollis and his gang appeared in the vicinity of 
Henderson, '1 e RepottcrsiysCol Cunningham, 
the commander of the negro troops at Paducah, 
conducted a raid upon several farms ia Union 
county, the next below Henderson, for the 
purpose of pressing into the service "Ameri- 
can citizens of African descent." He came up 
on the steamer Blue Bird, accompanied by 
two gunboats. Among the gentlemen whose 
negroes were thus taken are: John Cabell, 8; 
lir. Givens, of Paducab, 10; John 0. Atkin- 
son, 15; Hob. A. Dixon, 13; George Atkin- 
son, 25; D. R. Burbauk, CO; and at Union- 
towr, from various owners, 27. 

It is stated that this impressment has bsen 
ordered only in the first district, where no 
draft took p'ace, and will extend no further 
up the river than the Union county line. It 
is said this impressment was ordered at the 
urgent request of Lucien Anderson. The 
Reporter further understands from a gentle- 
man who left Uniontown last Monday, that 
many of thedaikey are leaving their comfort- 
able homes and migrating to the other side of 
the river. Several of those who took to 
the woods, upon the advent of the negro 
troops into that place, have since re- 
turned to their homes, packed up their 
duds, and left. Having been told by 
the Unionists that if caught by the rebels 
they would be killed, and by the secession- 
ists that if they went into the Union army 
they would certainly meet with death, they 
naturally ask, "What am a poor niggah 
gwine to do?" The easiest solution of the 
question, to them, is, to get where they will 
not probably fall into the hands of either par- 
ty, hence their desire to go to a free State. 
Several masters told their negroes, if they 
wanted to leave, not to run off in the night- 
time — to come to them in the daytime, and 
they would assist them on their way. 

The work of robbery and enticing away 
slaves is carried on systematically. Fifteen 
negroes, belonging in and near Henderson, 
ran away from their owners on Sunday night 
week. Several cf them, perhaps all, succeed- 
ed in crossing the river; and one of them, the 
property of II. I'. Turner, Esq , is at present 
located in Evanaville. Some of the Foderal 
af ents visited the farm of A. B. Barret, de- 
ceased, at Bon Harbor, a day or two since, 
and took with them every able-bodied negro 
between the ages of fifteen and fifty. Thus 
it will be seen that the United State* troops, 
instead o* protecting Kentucky from gaer.l'a 
raids, ate co-operating with the rebel guerillas 
iu the plundei of her citizens. 

Ridels Ready to Give Up. — A gentleman 
residing at Henderson, Ky., of whose Union 
faith there has been no doubt at any time, has 
just returned from the East, and communicate! 
to the Cincinnati Gazette som.4 interesting is- 
foimation he received from a rebel lady who 
had just run the b'.ockade, and was making her 
way westward. A son of this lady went into 
the rebel service at the outbreak of the rebel- 
lien, and was made clerk of the Confederate 
House of Representatives. Getting, finally, 
into some difficulty, he killed a man in the 
quarrel, and was Bent to the penitentiary. 
His mother went to Richmond and remained 
there some time, inteicedicg in behalf 
of his liberation. Finally she maie htr 
escape, as stated above. She says that 
no one who has not seen them can 
have any adequate idea of the great 
strength of the rebel fortifications of the Cos- 
federate Capital. The works are on the most 
gigantic scale, and, fully manned, could never 
be carried by assault. There are, however, 
but few soldiers in the city, and the common 
determination of the people is to surrender 
so soon as General Lee shall be thoroughly 
whipped. They regard this campaign, as 
the Richmond papers have so frequently as- 
serted, the clcss of the war, on their part at 
least. Their resolution to hold out is con- 
ditional on the success of their army out- 
side the city. This lady says that the lead- 
ing citizens generally have the "old flag 
secreted in their houses, and when Gen- 
eral Grant shall arrive at the gates of the 
city, they intend to unfurl it from their house- 
tops, in recognition of the triumph of the 
Union and the death of the Confederacy." 
She describes a state of general demoraliza- 
tion among the inhabitants, who have almost 
lost what little hope they had at the opening 
of the present campaign. The city is full of 
refugees from the battle-de:o'.ated rogionB of 
rebeldom, between whom and the old popula- 
tion very great discord exists. Her account 
cf the feeling in Richmond seems to confirm, 
and is confirmed by,tb« reports which we hare 
bad from other sources. This lady gives her 
account as a person of a high order of intel- 
lectual discipline, and a shrewd observer of 
men and things. 

We presume there is no doubt that this lady 
is the mother of Robert S. Forde, who was 
Assistant Clerk to the Kentucky House of 
Representatives during the sessions of 1859- 
'CO; left the State at the breaking out of the 
rebellion, obtained office in the Confederate 
Congress, slew some man in an affray, aad 
was tried and ecntenced to the penitentiary. 

New Music. — The ever prolific press of D.

Meininger to his graduating class this year. 
It is a spirited polka, wi h a fine bravura in- 
troduction. They are all issued ia the fault- 
less 6 y e of Mr. Fanlds. 



The Maysville Bulletin says during the 
past aid the preceding weeks negro enlist- 
ments have been going on in that city at a 
rapid rate. From three to four hundred ne- 
groes, from Mason and adjoining counties, 
haiebeen sworn into the Federal service, and 
sttnt to Greenupsburg where they will be 
armed and equipped. They are Btiil coming 
in at a rapid rate.

Mr. Harris moved to except from the tax of 
U o and a half per cent in the sec ion iu rela- 
tion to steamboats arM railroads, the amount 
paid for canal and other tolls, and tocaai{e 
duty, which was rtjected. 

A reconsideration of the bill on Mr. Harris's 
amendment in relation to express companies, 
wsb carried, on motion of Mr. Chandler, and 
U.e action of the Senate thereon was re- 
versed. 

On motion of Mr. Collamer, an amendment 
was r.dopttd exempting saving banks receiv- 
ing deposits solely for the purpose of loaning 
for depositors and having no fixed capital rate. 
Ayes 22, nays 8. 

On motion of Mr. Sherraan the vote reject- 
ing Sherman's amendment requiring monthly 
instead of half-yearly returns of du'y on bank 
de posits, capitaj, and circulation, was recon- 
sidered. 

Mr. Sherman called np the House bill to 
provide lor the payment of the 2d Regiment, 
3d Brigrade, Ohio volunteer militia, for tbe 
time they were actually in the service, with- 
out regard to irregularity in muster, which 
was passed. 

The bill to pay Wisconsin her 5 per cent 
on tbe reserved public lands in her borders 
coming np as unfinished businees was dis- 
missed. Adjourned.

ThiB afternoon's American says a gen- 
tleman who left the front at nine o'clock on 
Friday morning represents the attack report- 
ed by Gen. Grant as having oponed with the 
fiercest firing along the whole line. Can- 
nonading could be beard, as it progressed, 
down tbe Peninsula. One important fact 
reported by our informant is that the army 
is in the best possible condition and spirits. 
They have never in any previous campaign 
been bo well supplied; there was an abund- 
ance of provisions constantly going forward. 
Tbe wbole army worships Grant, and say 
that he is the only man who has given them 
a chance to fight. The belief was universal, 
both amnng tbe troops and the residents of 
tbe country iu tbe vicinity of Richmond, 
that the rebel capital must fall. There had 
been no attempted raid on the Wbi'.e House, 
as reported, and consequently the rumored 
captured Fitzhugh Lee and bis cavalry was 
ut founded. Tbe White House presents a 
scene of more activity than it did during 
ftlcClellan'B campaign. 

New Yobe, Juno 4. 

A Tribune special, dated June 3, says: 
Sheiidaii's cavalry tbe day previous drove the 
nbels down the Mechanic. rille pike within 
five miles of Richmond. Our entire lines 
wire cOLSicttrably advanced, and tbe impres- 
s on prevails that Lee has withdrawn bis main 
force within the inner defences of Richmond, 
His losses for the past two days must have 
been severe — largely in excess of our3. Con- 
trabands report tbe citizens of Richmond in 
great fright. Tbe enemy left all their d»ad 
a.d wcuLded in the front of Warren, and the 
eif.bt was sad and sickening. 

Yesterday, the Gth corps and Baldy Smith's 
forces made a heavy charge, carrying the first 
line of the enemy's works, and taking 600 or 
800 prisoners. An hour later, the rebels made 
tremendous assaults, and were frightfully 
slaughtered. Hancock also repulsed similar 
attacks, inflicting severe loss. The fighting 
was most desperate. Tbe enemy's loss must 
bave been 2,000 or 3,000; ours 400 or 500. 
Bv.rnsiJe's corps showed equal valor in re- 
pulsing an atUck. 

Pittsbcbo, June 4. 

The Sanitary Fair is a success beyond any- 
thing yet attempted iu the country. Tne ex- 
hibition is on a grand scale, and the monitor 
featnre, where tbey bave iron-clad fights and 
exhibit the models of the Union guns, at- 
tracted universal attention. 

The floral ball is a featnre acknowledged 
by the visitors from all parts of the country to 
exceed any in excellence of design aud beau- 
ty of construction ever attempted. It is em- 
phatically a bower of beauty, and art super- 
ct i> s rature. 

The attendance at several buildings will 
average upwards of 2,500 daily, and tbe num- 
N r is increasir g t very day. The recci j'b thus 
far exceed J90.000. 

Wajhisotoe. June 4. 

The reports of the internal revenue during 
the present fiscal year, ending with the pres- 
ent montb, will be over one hundred million*. 
The present bill will realize twice as much af- 
ter its werking order, but for the present six 
months the revenue will not bo increased 
much if any. 

There are scores of Baltimore delegates 
here. The candidates for Vice-Presilent ard 
numerous, including Vice-Presideat Hamlin, 
Gov.

SUJiDAI NIGHT'S DESPATCM.-S. 
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New Yobs:, June 5. 

The Herald's correspondent has details ol 
Weonesday's fighting. He says our line o' 
battle extended fully ten aiibis long from 
northwest to south. Hancock's line wis on 
the Mechanicsville road, in the rifle- pits, wres- 
tled from the rebels two days before the de- 
fences were made impregnable to an ordinary 
assault; Burnside's corps was next on hi?h 
ground; Warren was thrown a little forward, 
protected in tbe front by double and trifle 
lines of the most formidable field breastworks; 
Wright's corps was marched to the left, witn 
two divisions of Sheridan's cavalry in tbe 
front and flank. 

An attempt was mac!c by the rebel infantry 
of Early in tho day to drive our Cavalry from 
Cold Harbor, but resulted in their repulse, 
killing and wounding a large number and 
taking between two and three hundred 
prisoners. The rebels wore reinforced for 
another attack, but Wright coming up ena- 
bled us to bold the place and take more 
piisoners. Wtight followed up his Buccess 
and brought on an engagement, which lasted 
till an hour after dark. At that time we had 
carried tbe rebel pits and driven the enemy 
to ihe Chickahominy river. 

The enemy then made furious a33sult3 late 
in the evening ou our right aud centre. 
They marched in three lines oa Warren, da- 
tetmincd to pierce the centre, and throw the 
line into confusion. Attempt after attempt 
was made, and the men hurled to certain de- 
struction. Tbe battle raged for two or three 
hours. Our loss at this point can only be a 
tithe to what the enemy sustained. 

The attack on Hancock was nearly simul- 
taneous. He not only repulsed the enemy, 
tut pushed them back so far that he was 
d-awn into a bad position, and was compelled 
to make a hasty retreat, and resumed the 
ground he occupied at the outset. Tho ob- 
ject of Hancock's advance, however, was ap- 
parently a ruse, as he was immediately or- 
dered to abandon his position andm9ve his 
corps from right of line tt left. 

Another correspondent with ths 18'.h carps 
aajs of the fighting at Coll Harbor: "The 
entmy was in heavy force, strongly intrench- 
ed on the edge of a dense wod; they had 
rifle-pits and other earthworks thrown up. 
At 3:40 the troops wure in position in three 
lines of buttle; at 5 skirmishing commenced. 
A battery of 20- pounders opened fire on the 
rebels, and tbe roar of its guas soon swallow- 
ed all sounds from tbe skirmishing lice. At 9 
an order wits tteelvtd tor the 5th and H.h to 
charge the rebel works in our frsnt. Brooks 
and Devics pushed through the wood on their 
front. 

The reba opened wi'.h grape and canister 
and a heavy muBketry Sue, and the first lloejs 
Wis badly cut up. The second mingled with 
it and then the third, and almost immedi- 
ately after a wild, inspiring cheer, rang oat 
above every other pound au the rebels were 
d;i>en pell-mell from their works aad 
tbrcctfb tbe woods. Tbe rebels were rallied 
behind their reserves, and attempted to re- 
capture their lost position. They raabed for- 
ward, but were received with so close and 
murderous a lire ot artillery and niaekef; 
that they broke and fled in confusion. Again 
aLd again they were rallied and returned to 
tbe charge, but only returned to be driven 
buck with great slaughter. 

Five hundred and ten rebel solliers, belong- 
ing to the 16. h aud 18:h Georgia volunteers, 
cstce into our lines at daj break on the 2 A . 
Ttey say tbey are tired of fighting aid uoo't 
w:mt any more of it. They our men 

tfl zu Li ami ugnt it on*, as tbe fight before 
Richmond would be the last one, and we 
could take it. They represent the rebel army 
as becoming each day more and more demor- 
aliztd from their constant reverses. 

A Co d Harbor despatch of the 3d to th*? 
Hereld states that a general attack was or- 
dered along the whole line at ll o'clock that 
morning, resulting ia the fiercest fight of the 
campaign. 

The left of Hancock's corps, after a desper- 
ate resistance, turned the eaemv'a left, carry- 
ing a portion of their main line, capturing 
puds, colors, and many prisoners, bat un- 
fortunatdy were unable to hold the ground or 
bring ell' the guns. The battle still rages 
wi:b the promise of a bloody day. 

A Fottress Monroe despatch of ths 31, to 
the Herald, Bays a despatch has been received 
from Gen. Smiih that the rebeli attacked him 
with tbtee columns, but were driven off after 
a hard fight. 

Gen. Isnuith is reported to hive captured COO 
ret II. 

Gran', is pushing the enemy at every point. 

Caibo, June 5.

T he ateauier Powell arrived from Bermuda 
at 4 A. M. There has been no active operations 
there since last accounts. 

The stesmcr Mayflower wasfired intogoing 
up tbe Jamea river this morning. No dam- 
age done.

The State DRaPT.— We understand that 
tbe proposed draft for ten thousand Sc-'e 
troops has been suspended to: the present, by 
rtaton of the unexpected action of the Ad- 
mit istraticn in calling into the Geld tho negro 
population of the State. No doubt Governor 
lir.". mli tie, (who has the best interests of his 
State at heart ) when he male tbe call for 
these treops had the assurance on the part of 
those in power thatno demand would ba in tde 
upon the tervilccla-s, only so far aa they might 
be liable to draft nnder the enrollment act. 
But since tbeir voluntary enlistment has been 
ordered, either with or without theconaant of 
owners, and has b-.en responded to in such a 
dtrnee as to almost exhaust that force which 
was our depender.ee in securing and tending 
the growiDg crops of our Stat9, it has un- 
doubtedly become a nei.'ssity thatno campul- 
eety action sbould take iato the field, at this 
time, tbe remaining white force who are now 
tie Vorlom hope" of our agriru'tural inter- 
eeta. Yet t' e Government will no doubt call 
into the field, from time to time, euch portions 
f ho militia organiza'iaa o' tue S ate nsctn 
be most easily spared fir brief periods to meet 
the military exigencies of the hour, which of 
crtirse will not draio in the satrja proportion 
as a draft for ten thousand six mcn'.hs' men 
wculd. 

At the same time be will issue commissions 
to gallant and well-tried leaders to rally as 
large a number of troops as possible by vol- 
untary enlistments.
